Whether one agrees with Pulitzer’s ideals of the best way toruna 
newspaper, or whether one agrees a newspaper should merely be an 
organ of the federal, state and local government, or the student 
government, a newspaper and all communications media should deal 
in the best interest of the public. The best interest of the public, 
however, is not always readily definable and many a debate has 
taken place concerning the best interest of John & Joan Q. Citizens. 

Diminished Credibility 

But, whatever the best interest of the public is, the news media 
can continue to play its role in forming opinions. The local media, 
have blessed or damned Sacramento with differing editorials. The 
person who reads both is left to decide for himself which is, and 
which is not, right. 

Is this a good thing? 

Don’t two differing opinions diminish the credibility of at least 
one news source? 

Shouldn't the papers and electronic media support the 
government and not set themselves on some proverbial pedestal 
playing gadfly? 

Don’t prejudices often dictate what goes into papers and where? 

If this is true, how can the “fourth branch of government,” the 
news media, expect more people to believe the news it reports than 
believe that which is reported by the Constitutional branches of the 
government? 

Who Shall Guard the Guards? 

According to William L. Rivers, in the September issue of “The 
Progressive”, “Who Shall Guard the Guards?”, there should be a 
committee made of journalists and lay people who would admonish 
media when media people are out of line and shower accolade on 
media when media people slap the hands of Pentagonese with “The 
Selling of the Pentagon” and other such documentaries, which are 
now fewer and farther between 

Whether such a committee of people according to Rivers, will 
have any powers over media is not even to be considered. No! A 
national press council a3 Rivers sees it, will not be in a position to 
bring in publishers and editors and question them. He does think 
such a council, if listened to, could cause more house cleaning by the 
“guards” themselves. 

Editors Butchered AP Story 

Rivers writes in the “Progressive” that AP editors “butchered” a 
report by Peter Arnett from Cambodia. “He (Arnett) related that 
“American tanks captured the Cambodian plantation town of Snoul 
Wednesday morning after U.S. air strikes destroyed ninety per cent 
of it. The American soldiers celebrated the victory by tearing down 
the Cambodian flag over the district capital and looting the few 
shops undamaged.” When an officer told the men to stop looting 
they laughed and loaded the goodies onto a truck. 

“But,” Rivers writes, “when the story reached U.S. newspapers, 
all references to looting had been deleted by the editors in New 
York. The AP foreign editor cabled the AP office in Saigon: 

“We are in the midst of a highly charged situation in Unistates 
regarding Southeast Asia and must guard our copy to see that it is 
down the middle and subdues emotion. Specifically today we took 
looting and similar references out of Arnett copy because we don’t 
think it’s especially news that such things take place in war and in 
present context this can be in inflammatory. Let’s cool it.” 

The foreign editor did not include in his cable what he had told 
the desk-man who edited Arnett’s story, Rivers claimed: ‘We can’t 
let the Agnews sieze upon this sort of thing.” 

Siezing upon the truth is difficult for most people, but the Vice 
President does not have this problem. He damn well knew the truth 
and knows what is right, he merely hopes to suppress truth, and, 
with people in charge of editing such as the foreign editor in New 
York the “Agnews” have already won. Given this, sincerely, a 
national press council is needed, the AP editor is not needed if he 
believes his duty is first to Agnew and then to the U.S. public.

College union in the works

Every student who has 
attended Sacramento State 
College during the last five years 
should clap his hands when he 
discovers that the College Union 
Building, SSC’s “‘dream house,” 
will soon be a reality. Working 
plans have begun for the three 
million dollar building financed 
by the student body of the past 
five years and the future student 
body at the rate of $8 a semester 
per student. 


John Cox, Dean of Facilities 
Planning, related the history that 
has held up the proposed 
building since 1965. In 1965,

A further delay on the financial 
side involved the high interest 
rates on the projected building 
of 60,000 square feet. The size 
was cut down to 42,000 square 
feet and then hiked up to 
60,000 square feet when federal

The annual maximum 
fee per student each semester 
was set at $10. The referendum 
was passed and the collected fees 
go into a fund for the Union 
only. 

DeMars and Wells. the 
architectual firm that designed 
U.C. Berkeley’s Student Union 
building were appointed by the 
College Union Committee. Later 
on this committee conflicted 
with Robert Johns, former SSC 
president, on the specifics of the 
Union. Johns wanted to build a 
nine million dollar building and 
to remode! the food service 
building at its present location 
into the College Union. These 
plans were abandoned when it 





y will eliminate many of SSC’s 
food service, study and student 
government room shortages 
Construction should begin in 
July °72 and occupancy is 
planned for November °73. The 
necessity to start building as 
soon as possible is due to the 
inflation in construction costs 
that have increased up to 15% in 
the last year. Cox emphasizes, 
“It is critical that we keep this 
thing on schedule.” 

The student facility to be 
erected just south of the 
Engineering Building near the 
Guy West Bridge is everything 
SSC has needed and should be 
greatly appreciated. It will 
feature a sunken first floor 
which will contain three separate 
units divided by corridors 
entering the building from four 
different directions. 

Units on the first floor will be a 
multipurpose room; a 
combination dining room and 
snack bar accommodating 600 
persons, and a section containing 
game rooms, print shop, coffee 
house and merchandise shop. 
The second level will consist of 
one large room, a study and 
lounge area. There will be offices 


concrete slabs will be used in the 
first floor construction. Colored 
stucco will cover the exterior of 
the upper floors. The entire 
building will be air conditioned. 
Plans also call for a terraced 
sunken court outside the dining 
area and $50,000 is being set 
aside for landscaping. 


Presently a ballot has been 
drawn up to present to the 
student body concerning a 


revision in the referendum ballot 
of 1965, which had originally 
planned occupancy in the Union 
for fall 1969. The new ballot 
proposes that payment by the 
SSC Associated Students, now 
limited to $530,000 be increased 
to the amount paid into the 
College Union Building fund 
account through March 31, 1972 
(estimated to be $957,000). 

Also that the maximum project 
cost now limited to $2,150,000 
be increased to $3,879,000 
(reflecting current construction 
costs.) 

That portion of the total cost 
not funded by the payment of 
the Associated Students shall) be 
financed from the proceeds of 
revenue bonds issued, serviced, 
and retired pursuant to the State 
College Revenue Bond Act of 
1947. Funds from other college 
approved sources may also be 
used to help cover the costs of 
the College Union.

Coach Ray Clemon’s __ injury-tidden 
Hornets football club will repatch and 
hobble out onto the grid-iron to face the 
explosive Cal State Haywar. Pioneers 
tomorrow night at Hornet Stadium. 

It was only three seasons ago when 
Hayward pulled an upset over the then 
highly-rated Hornets, spoiling homecoming 
for the Hornets rooters and sending 
ace-quarterback Mike Lippi to the bench for 
the season. The way the two teams are 
shaping up this season, however, foresight 
has it the Hornets will lose by much more 
than the 32-30 upset of two years ago 


Since the Hornets are trying to forget the 
37-7 whipping they took on and off the field 
from the Chico State Wildcats, the Pioneers 
are riding high on a 5-0 overall record for the 
season and a 2-0 record for the conference 
lead so far 

In Hayward’s last game against the 
Sonoma State Cossacks, Pioneer quarterback 
Mike Jacinto completed 10 of 17 passes for 
164 yards and two touchdowns. Yet if there 
were any offensive standouts for Cal State, it 
had to be their offensive line. According to 
head coach Bob Rodrigo, “the offensive line, 
although they sputtered at times, played 
much more as a cohesive unit than any other 
time this season.” Members of this unit 
include Curtis Thomas, Monte Consani, Al 
Pope, and Craig Machado. 

Leading WHayward’s pass receivers is 
flankerback “funky” Wes Jackson with 18 
catches for 425 yards and two touchdowns. 
In Hayward’s 28-20 victory over Chico 


State, Jackson caught six passes for 167 
yards, his best performance of the season. 

Hornet quarterback Larry Rodericks will 
probably see a lot of running in the 
backfield as he will be seeing a lot of Cal 
State’s 6°4::, 250 pound defensive tackle 
Clinton “Sundown” Brown. Brown played 
an outstanding game, making numerous 
tackles and putting great pressure on Chico 
quarterbacks in Hayward’s tilt with the 
Wildcats. 

Rodericks, who has completed 27 of 65 
passes for 524 and five touchdowns will be 
setting his sights on ends Bob Martinez, Tom 
Jones and flanker Chris Bowman. Bowman 
leads the group with 15 receptions for 340 
yards and three downs, and also has a 38.8 
yard punting average with 22 punts for 854 
yards. Martinez has snared 7 aerials for 181 
yards and Jones, who scored SSC’s only TD 
against Chico, has piled up 134 yards on 10 
passes. Both Jones and Martinez have a 
touchdown apiece on passes. 

With both running backs Larry Crawford 
and Don Lewis sidelined by injuries, 
halfbacks Rich Combs and Bob Davis will 
get the cali for the mail-packing assignments. 
Combs has stacked up 181 yards on 46 
carries and is SSC’s second leading rusher. 
Davis has seen very little action this year but 
showed potential in Sac’s game against 
Sonoma. 

All-in-all it looks to be a sad homecoming 
for Sacramento fans, but you know what 
they say about times of despair, DON’T 
GIVE UP THE SHIP.

New Yorker Pete Revson's 
handsome face showed anguish 
as he burst from the official's 
trailer last Sunday at Laguna 
Seca racing course. The race had 
been over for nearly two hours 
before the question of the 
winner of this Monterey Castrol 
Grand Prix was answered. 

Laguna Seca race course was 


the site of this great spectator 
event held last weekend October 
15-17. Several different types cf 
big races were held including the 
Trans-Am, Super Vee, and 
Can-Am. The contest for the 
Canadian-American Challenge 
Cup (Can-Am) was considered to 
be THE race. Held on Sunday, 
this is the race that drew the 


crowd. Spectators numbering 
43,000 were there Sunday, 
15,000 on Friday and Saturday. 
All tolled, 60,000 race 
enthusiasts for the weekend 
making the greatest gross 
attendance in Laguna Seca’s 
fourteen year history. 

The weather girl, Karna Small 
of KRON Monterey, official 
hostess for the weekend of 
racing, had promised sunny 65 
degree weather for Sunday’s big 
events. Her word was to be 
doubted several times 
throughout the day as the sun 
hid behind gray clouds 
threatening to stay. However, it 
was mostly fair and appropriate 
weather for the race. 

It seemed most came prepared 
for a rough day of hiking around 
the inside of the hilly and dusty 
Laguna Seca course. Those 
spectators who hadn't planned 
on some tough going went home 
suffering from blisters, sore 
muscles, and ruined clothes 

The exciting Can-Am began 
about 2 o'clock, 90 laps around 
the 1.9 mite track, 
approximately 171 miles. 

Can-Am series point leader 
Revson took the lead from the 
start and held it throughout the 
entire race. When in the 90th 
lap, Pete’s bright orange 
McLaren started to pour out 
smoke, excitement began to 
mount. To everyone’s surprise, 


Revson was given the black flag 
at the end of his 90th lap rather 
than his well-earned checkered. 
Jackie Stewart of Scotland, 
running a close second with only 
a 16 second differential received 
the winning flag rather than 
Pete. 

By this (time everyone was 
confused and to add to the 
turmoil, Revson was waved into 
the victory circle. 

The settlement of this 
controversy had to be left to the 
stewards of the race. Several 
questions had to be answered: 
how legitimate is the black flag 
as a symbol of disqualification in 
the case of smoke from a car 
with no oil dropping on the 
track? How many laps had 
Revson completed before he was 
black flagged? and ultimately, 
who won the race? 

After lengthy deliberation, it 
was decided by the stewards that 
Revson deserved the win but 
needed his hand slapped for 
refusing to acknowledge the 
black flag. He was fined $250, a 
small chunk out of the $15,000 
prize money 

The fact that this type of crisis 
can occur in such a big race led 
many of the spectators to 
question the seriousness of this 
Laguna Seca race.

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Speaker resolution 


Attempting to “balance” the 
point of view presented by 
speakers on state college 
campuses, the Board of Trustees 
now requires a quarterly listing 
of all outside speakers whose 
fees and expenses paid from 
student body funds exceed 
$100. 

For all purposes this includes 
all outside speakers since travel 


expenses alone for most speakers 
exceed $100 according to 
Michael Hackard, Student Body 
President at Sacramento State 

In addition to the required 
listing of speakers, any outside 
speaker paid more than $200 
from student body funds must 
meet the approval of the 
president of the -ollege. Also the 


location and time of the address 
and the amount to be paid the 
speaker must be provided to the 
campus newspaper in advance of 
the speech according to Mimi 
ackard, Public Relation 
Co-ordinator of the California 
State College Student Presidents 
Association (CSCSPA). 

Last July, when the speaker 
resolution first came before the 
Trustees, the CSCSPA issued a 
statement opposing the 
resolution. One of the reasons 
for their opposition was that the 
“right of self-expression does 
not extend to preventing the 
self-expression of others.” 

The resolution was tabled at 
the July Trustees meeting but 


was passed at the September 


meeting. In September the 
CSCSPA again voiced their 
opposition to the resolution. 


However, no official action by 
the CSCSPA is planned in 
refusing to co-operate with the 
Trustees. 

Hackard stated that the 
Trustees resolution has serious 
**First Amendment’ 
implications. While joining in 
opposing the resolution, 
Hackard has officially adopted a 
wait-and-see position. He has 
mailed a letter to every member 
of the Board of Trustees 
expressing his views on the 
speaker resolution. 

In his letter, Hackard stated 


that as he understands the 
resolution, the Trustees were 
attempting to determine 
“whether campus programs 
dealing with current issues 
presented a balanced point of 
view.” He added that any 
decision concerning balance 
would be “arbitrary.”” Hackard 
further stated that “objectivity 


is a non-entity” and that “I 
desire no balance on my 
campus.” As an example 


Hackard offered that he would 
rather hear David Harris 
“espouse love and non-violence 
than Senator Harris cry wolf 
over the missile gap.’’ Hackard 
has receive an answer from only 
one trustee.
